WAS KILLED.

SHOT WHILE SHELTERING FROM 
RAINSTORM. 


A post-mortem ‘examination Was made yester- 
day of the body of Constable Scully, of Glan- 
mire Barrack, near Cork City, who was shot 
dead on Thursday night, andthe inquest will be 
opened this morning. i 

The eireumstances of the murder are callous 
and brutal. Constable Seully and Constables 
Curran and Dwyer had returned from patrol 
duty at'Riverstown. and they took shelter from 
& rainstorm near a high wall, which is shaded 
by trées. Shots 
selves surrounded. Constable Scully whipped out 
his revolver from his case, and fired two shots 
at the attackers, but the next instant he was 
shot through the heart. The other constables, 
in their anxiety to” attend -to their wounded 
comrade, did not pursue the attackers, who 
vanished in the darkness. Constable Scully, as 
he lay on the ground, still clutehing his revolver, 
gasped, “IT am done for,” and died. 

Medical and spiritual aid was summoned. Dr. 
Dunlea, in the circumstances, only made a 
superficial examination: “There are some bullet 
marks on the wall by which the deceased con- 
stable and his comrades were standing, and a 
pool of blood marked the spot where he fell. 

Shots were also fired at Constable Scully's as- 
sailants by Constables Curran and Dwyer, but 
the effect of their fire is not known. Constable 
Scully, who leaves a widow. had thirty-six years’ 
service in the force, and was a popular police- 
man. He was a native of Skibbereen, Co, Cork.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES.
